it as fresh as gardens, end wide na- 
vigable rivers flowing up and down, 
twice a day, with the heave of the 
tide; these are the features and gifts 
which nature has endowed this  lit- 
tle chosen spot on the Buropear con 
‘tinent, and which make the people 
who live there happy. and. contented 
Large «ties, averaging from 700,000, 
like Brussels and Antwerp, to 30, 000 
are ‘built everywhere, distanced one 
from another by about twenty miles. 
Villages are met et nearly every mile 
stone, ard all towns and hamlets 
are connected by broad highways 
and solid roads, paved with granite 
stones of 8 inches in width, varying 
between 12 and °30. feet, ‘bordered 
by lofty, shady trees,-mostly oak, 
elm and ash. Very seldom the road 
is straight, offering gentle curves and 
tends, according to the rolling — of 
the land. Rail and steam tramways 
are reaching every hamlet, enda 20 
walk or drive from any 
place to a railway station is a rar- 
ity in Belgium, The I“ngdom’s rail- 
road net is more important that the 
rails of England, Scotland and Ire- 
land combined.

\WILD LAND ‘TAX 
| DETAILS ARE OUT 
! 


Details of the new wild land tax, 
through which the government next 
year estimates a revenue of over a 
half millicn do‘lars were divulged re- 
cently. It enforces a tax of ten mil's 
or one per cent, annnally on the as- 
sessed. value of lands, and a_ special 
assessment to the actual cash value 
af land will be prepared upon which 
to base the tax. A cariful perusal 
of the classes of land exempt shows 
that the new tax is far from. being 
‘confined to wild lands. Practically 
every person who does not live up- 


on, or within nine miles of his land 
will pay the tax. The owner of a 
‘section of land, valued at §20 per 


j acre, or a total of $12,800, if he does 
i not himself cultivate the land and 
jlive within nine miles of it, will be 
i liable for a tax of ten mills p.r an- 
num, of $123.00.

CARE AND ABUSE OF 
s 
FARM MACHINERY 


\ 


Recent investigations’ by the Con- 
servation commission reveal some 
very interesting facts regarding the 
effect of care, or neglect, as the case 
may be, upon the, life of machinery 
onon the farm. Between 90 ard 95 
farms, divided into’, three districts, 
were visited’ in “ench: of che three 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchew- 
an and Alberta. 

In Saskatchewan, out of 94. farm- 
ers visited by the commission’s 
presentative, 76 leave all of their 
implements out of doors. On seven- 
ty-three of the farms, there were no 
implement sheds cf any description. 
On 21 of the farms, sheds large er.- 
ough to cover q part of the imple- 
ments were foundi in’ most cases this 
being a buggy cr a democrat, but 
not on one single arm Was the mac- 
hinery all housed. Not one farmer 
was found who painted his timple- 
ments to protect them from the 
weather. 

In Manitoba only 14 out of 94 keep 
their machinery under cover during 
winter, while 44 claim to keep~ part 
of it inside. On 34 of the Manitoba 
farms no provision Whatever is made 
for protecting implements, and ‘only 
four claim to have dine any paint- 
ing. 


In the three districts yisited in 
Alberta, mixed) farming is carried 


or quite extensively, making more 
barn roomgavailable, so that imple- 
ments are more likely to be protec- 
ted, but ever, here 37 out cf the 92 
visited leave all machinery ont — of 
doors. } 

In one district in Ontario’ where 
40 farmers were visited, every = man 
housed his implements during winter 
although none of these men do any 
painting. : 

In the Ontario district 
Where the implements are housed, the 


average life of the binder was found |

Farmers often say thae they cannot 
afford to be without one. Apart from 
nicessary for 
operation, the depreciation on un- 
housed machinery on the average siz- 
ed farm is so great as to amount 
i to much more than ‘the cost and up- 
| Keep of an implement shed. .The bin- 
der works for only a short time dur- 
‘ing the year, while mackinery in a 
shop works the whole year through 
and lasts proportionately many time 
It is simply a matter of 
care. The life of a machine extends 
in direct ratio to the cere it re- 
ceives, and abuse end neglect will 
i shorten the life of any mechan'sm. 
‘The manufacturer is not responsible 
for the care of machinery after tis 
sold. This rests ent rely with the 
farmer, ard as a!common sense busi- 
ness proposition he should look after 
his own interests suffid::ntly to house 
his implements and  thvs save the
